Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  report  that  during  the  year  1903,  108  Deaths  and 
110  Births  were  registered  in  your  District.  Seventy  one  of  the 
Deaths  occurred  in  the  Steyning  Union  House,  sixty7 six  of  the 
deceased  having  previously  been  residents  of  other  Parishes. 

Five  of  the  Deaths  were  of  persons  stayning  temporarily  in  the 
Town  and  who  were  suffering  from  the  complaints  of  which  they 
died  at  the  time  they  came,  thus  leaving  thirty  seven  as  char¬ 
geable  to  your  District. 

Twenty  two  of  the  Births  took  place  in  the  Steyning  Union 
House,  twenty  of  the  mothers  having  been  admitted  from  parishes 
outside  your  District,  leaving  ninety  to  calculate  the  Birth 
rate  with. 

Estimating  the  population  at  Three  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  thirty  six,  that  would  give  a  Death  rate  of  9.40  and  a  Birth 
rate  of  22.86  per  thousand. 

Deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  occurred  in  nine 
cases  and  were  at  the  rate  of  2.54  of  the  population,  and  81.81 
per  thousand  of  Births  registered.  In  1902  they  were  1.26  per 
thousand  of  the  population  and  37.03  per  thousand  of  Births 

registered. 

Two  of  the  Deaths  were  caused  from  Premature  birth,  two 
from  ^hooping  cough,  one  from  Diarrhoea,  one  from  general  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  one  from  Convulsions,  and  two  from  Marasmus. 

Inquests  were  held  in  two  cases.

next  case  did  not 

occur  until  19th  September,  the  others  occurring  during  November  and 
December.  All  these  cases  were  treated  at  their  own  homes,  each 
being  isolated  as  much  as  could  be  managed  under  the  circumstances, 
but  as  the  cases  were  all  of  a  mild  type  it  was  most  difficult  to 
prevent  the  infected  from  playing  and  mixing  with  the  other  chil¬ 
li  en  :n  tne  house,  in  fact  I  found  them  doing  so  in  more  than  one 
instance.  No  Death  occurred  from  this  complaint. 

JF®. Nine  cases  of  this  complaint  were  notified  viz:- 
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One  in  January,  one  in  February,  one  in  May,  one  in  June,  one 
in  August,  one  in  September,  two  in  October,  and  one  in  December. 
Three  of  the  cases  were  taken  into  the  Steyning  union  House 
Infirmary  from  Parishes  outside  your  District,  and  one  caipe  into 
the  District  with  the  complaint  on  her.  Two  from  your  District  were 
moved  into  the  Union  House  Infirmary  for  treatment,  the  others 
were  treated  at  their  own  homes.  Death  resulted  in  one  case,  that 
of  a  youg  woman  age  31  years.  In  each  instance  I  visited  and 
inspected  the  premises  where  the  complaint  occurred  and  had  precau¬ 
tions  taken  to  prevent  the  complaint  from  spreading. 

^^Av.Cconsu^tion.J  Sis  Deaths  from  this  cause  were  registered 
three  of  the  deceased  personds  were  visitors  and  were  suffering 
from  the  complaint  previous  to  their  coming  into  the  Town. 

Di^rhoea.  Only  one  Death  from  this  complaint  was  registered,  that 

of  an  infant  ten  months  of  age.  There  was  very  little  Diarrhoea 
during  ths  whole  ys?xr. 

™10O£inJs..Cqu^  was  prevalent  during  the  early  months  and  was 

accountable  for  three  deaths,  two  of  the  deceased  being  under  one 
year  of  aye. 

The  Town  has  been  generally  inspected  during  the  year,  and 
Sixty  seven  special  inspections  have  been  made  either  from  com¬ 
plaints  received  or  for  the  purpose  of  investigation  where  illness 
has  occurred,  and  from  other  causes. 

The  Sewers  have  been  regularly  flushed.  The  Sewage  is 
through  layers  of  coke  placed  in  screens,  the  sludge  is 
drawn  up  and  the  effluent  flows  into  the  river  at  certain  stages 
o.  the  tide,  a  man  being  specially  appointed  to  attend  to  this. 

On  28th  February,  Dr  Foulerton,  East  Sussex  county  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  visited  Sho reham  and  inspected  the  drainage  works 
and  outfall.  Your  Chairman,  The  Clerk,  The  Inspector,  and  r 
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met  him  there  and  gave  him  every  facility  for  carrying  out  his 
investigation.  He  has  since  made  a  report. 

The  Common  Lodging  Houses,  Cowsheds,  Slaughter  and  Bake¬ 
houses  have  been  regularly  inspected. 

The  engineering  business  premises  in  the  New  Road  in  the 
occupation  of  -.essrs  J.  W.  Holloway  &  Sons  have  been  inspected 
and  found  in  a  satisfactory  state. 

The  Twwn  has  a  constant  supply  of  good  water. 

The  House  refuse  is  taken  away  by  the  Councils  men.  sanitary 
Dustbins  are  used  by  many  occupiers  of  houses.  ' 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Hove  Sanitary  Author¬ 
ity  to  receive  cases  of  Small  Pox  into  their  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Hangleton  should  occasion  arise,  and  if  there  is  room  at  the 
time.  I  have  frequently  pointed  out  the  very  great  desirability 
of  your  having  such  a  Hospital  of  your  own  or  in  combination  with 
the  neighbouring  Authorities.
